The Gladiolus are now greatly favored flowers in the United States of America and 
need no lengthy description. The improved strain of these magnificent flowers produces 
enormous spikes of very large and strikingly colored blooms of enchanting beauty. ‘They 
have a very commanding appearance in borders, in groups among shrubs where they 
remain in bloom for a considerable time, while they are also greatly praised as cut 
flowers for bouquets and vases. 

We draw special attention to our magnificent collection of Novelties and outstanding 
varieties of recent introduction. Many have been tested at Squire Valleevue Test 
Gardens at Cleveland and by the West Virginian Gladioli Society Committee and 
we recorded where possible the results of these important trials.
